He was about to proceed when President 
Ingalls stated that the aye and no vote had 
disclosed that a quorum was not. present, and 
for that reason there shauld be either adjourn- 
ment or call of the senate. It was decided to 
adjourn, but before doing so Mr. Morgan said 
be would prefer, after the action of his brother 
senators in refusing to allow him to conclude, 
that the ofiicial reporter refrain from printing 
his remarks in the Record. He was very 
angry and was exceedingly harsh in his criti- 
cisms of the objectors.

Collided. 


THE THINGVALLA -AT HALIFAX 


| She Reaches There After a Desperate Jour- 


ney—The Namber of Missing—The 
Investigation at Copevhagen. 


HarimFax, W.S., August 17.-The Danish 
steamer Thingvalla, which collided with the 
Geyser,arrived off this harbor at 6 o’elock this 
morning. Shewas at the wharfat 9 o'clock, 

She presents a strange spectacle, with nearly 
the whole of her bow torn away, leaving an 
imménse hole 6xposed to view. A long piece 
of the bow hangs over the hole, which reaches 
back into the sides of the ship for fifteen feet. 
The projecting piece hangs over the water like 
an outstretched arm, and shows where the 
powerful irgn plates were broken through and 
snapped off as if they were pipe stems. 

Crowds flocked to the wharf to see the 
steamer, amd wonder is expressed that she 
ever reached the port. No persons were al- 
lowed on board. 

Captain Lamb has made a statement which, 


in its essential points, does not differ frem 


those already published, as coming from peopie 
who reached New York on the Wieland. He 
says: | 

‘After the Geyser disaster,we began jetison- 
ing the cargo of the Thingvaila afloat. The 
crew and passengers worked side by side, 
throwing overboard what was brought out of 
the hold. What was jetsoned was of wood 
and provisions. There was not much wind, 
but there was a heavy swell. Between nine 
and ten o’clock we reached the forward bulk- 
head, then stopped throwing the cargo 
overboard, and got to work = shor- 
ing up compartments. [We were taking 
water badly in the forehold but Kept the 
uinps going all thetime, sothat the water 
kad not time to gain onus. At 11 0’clock the 
steamship Wieland, for New York, hove in 
sicht and we transferred all the rescued pas- 
scngers, as well as our own 45) passengers, to 
her. The Wieland proceeded avout 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, leaving us also steering for 
New York. We continued the work of shoring 
up the coinpartments, but after awhile, on ac- 
count of the wind and sea increasing, we found 


} it impossible to kcep on for New York, and de- 


cided to head for Halifax. At this time it 
still looked very much as if we might sink, and 
soine of the crew had refused to work, wanting 
to be transferred to the Wieland before she 
leit. We went as slow as two knots an hour, 
and some times found that too much. :We just 
iad to crawl, that was all. On Wednesday 
afternoon a fishing vessel hove in sight and 
we bore down for her She proved to be the 
s-hooner Capis, of La Havre. Captain Clever- 
sey, and we engaged her tostand by and ace 
company the steamer to Halifax, so as to be 
able to heip usin case she should go down. 
Last night the sea was so heavy I had to turn 
tle steamer aroundy running stern foremost 
and steering by the schooner, which was con- 
nected by a hawser with the steamer’s bow. 
We runWgainst the wind this way all night. 
We did fiot know on the Thingvalla what 
teamerfwas struck till the second ofticer of the 
Geyser jumped on our deex.3 When I reached 
the deck, immediately after the shock, the 
lights on both steamers were burning all right; 
of that lam certain. The Geyser had been 
seen by our first ofiicer several minutes before 
the collision. She was nearly straight ahead 
of us, but a little bit on the port bow. She 
started one-sided to get out of the way and we 
ported. She should have ported likewise. 
Our whistle was not blowing at the time, as 
there was no need for it.’”’ 
THE GEYSER AND THE SURVIVORS. 

New York, August 17.—Captain Muller, of 
the Geyser,filed his report of the collision with 
the Danish consul this afternoon. Nothing 
further will be done in the matter until the 
report of the captain of the Thingvalla is iiled. 

The investigation will be held by courts in 
Copenhagen, and not here as at first determin- 
ed. Survivors of the crew and such of passen- 
gers as Wish will leave tomorrow by tne Sla- 
yonia, 

The estimated loss on the vessel is $350,000 
and loss on cargo about $120,000. Insurance is 
not yet fully known. The company, it is said, 
will, as farasin their power, indemuily sur- 
vivors. 

Captain Muller gives the corrected list of the 
lest at 105. The Geyser carried 93 passengers 
and a crew of 43. Of the passengers, 14 are 
saved, and of crew, 17., This makes list of lost, 
79 passengers, 26 crew. 

Peter Julius Jargeifsen, second officer of the 
Geyser, says: **The only explanation I give is 
that it was raining like h—l. The first officer 
was onthe bridge and the third oflicer was 
down on the deck taking soundings when the 
crash came.”’ 

HE LOST HIS WIFE. 

Curcaco, August 17.- Marlin Sachuas, a 
Scandinavian, whose wife was lost on the 
Geyser, was found by a reporter this morning 
at hisliome. On announcement of the sad 
news the bereaved man burst into tears, and 
anxiously inquired for particulars. 

‘“‘We were married five years ago,’ he said, 
brushing aside tears, ‘‘at Christiana, Norway, 
herhome. Her father is a Lutherafi minister 
ofthatcity. Eight days after the wedding we 
siarted for Chicago. She was going to visit 
her home forthe first time since then. She 
had a premonition that she would not reach 
home, and talked of waiting until 
the next steamer. I .insisted she 
should go on this to avoid fall storms. I wish 
I had not. I dreamed last night that the ves- 
sel she was on had sank. She was the best 
swimmer in the Christiana natatorium, but I 
can’t glean much hope from that, for a woman 
in ocean waves is but a feather. I still hope 
she may be saved She wrote me a letter from 
New York full of happy thoughts. Miss Soul- 
berg, of this city, was on the][Geyser with her. 
She, too, I suppose, is lost.” 
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SIXTEEN KILLED, 


The Story of the Race Troubles at Frece 
town, La. 

New OrnvEAns, August 17.—Dispatches fron 
New Iberia says: F. P. Saith was buried to- 
day with military and civic honors. 

The trouble of yesterday grew out of a spirit 
of revenge on the part of the negroes. The 
better eloment of the neighboring parishes had 
found it impossible to longer tolerate a certain 
class of idle and immoral! characters, and so had 
ordered them away from various places. Many 
found refuge at Freetown,a small village, 
composed entirely of negro families. There 
they toidtheir stories to their friends, and 
nursed theiranger. On Monday last, reports 
reached this place that negroes were arming and 
congregating at Freetown. Their number was 
estimated at from 500 to 600 mounted men. On 
Tuesday they were reinforced sufficiently to 
double their number. Feeling their strength, 
they assumed a threatening attitude, boldly 
declaring that the refugees should not leave 
the parish, and should not 
be molested. On Wednesday, the 
number ofarmed negroes further increased 
and the people of the surrounding country 
began to feel some alarm lest these negroes, 
overestimating their strength, might atteinpt 
some act of violence. On Thursday matters 
had not improved upto noon. By this time 
residents and property owners of this section 
began to collect at points a short distance from 
Freetown, their object being to disperse these 
negroes without violence, and to send those 
who did not belong there to their homes. Citi- 
zens rode into Freetown and found, as ru- 
mored, a large number of armed negroes 
quartered there. They asked the meaning of 
this andthe negroes were silent. They de- 
manded surrender of negroes’ arms, promising 
that when they learned to behave themselves, 
the arms wouid be returned. The negroes 
were ordered toat once disperse. -Great ma- 
jority of them accepted terms and surrendered 
their arms, which were found, without excep- 
tion, to be loaded with ball or buckshot. Rev. 
H. Nora, a colored’ minister, left 
Freetown in the morning to attend conference 
Iberia. During his

absence his residence was taken ion 0 
by anumber of armed nogroes. ‘This ho os 
they refused to surrender, returning word that 
they were there to be taken. The whites then 
sent & messenger to the house saying that they 
w give them twenty minutes in which to 
lay down their weapons. The negroes again re- 
fused. In this house, situated a short distance 
from the main road or street, about fifteen ne- 
pe were quartered, ameng the number their 
eader. A squad of mounted white citizens 
were some 150 yarc’s from the house, : wa ting 
the expiration of the twenty minutes. ssefore 
the time was the door of the house was 
thrown open and a volley fired at them. One 
horse was wounded. Immediately the firing 
ete general. The door ofthe house was 
closed, but a constant fire was kept up from 
the windows for quite an interval. Later the 
firing was carried on by both sides, lasting in 
all nearly an hour and ahalf. At this time 
Ep Smith broke from his lines and made for 
the house. His comrades implored him to re- 
turn, but, deaf to their entreaties, he went on 
to the house, The decor wus forced and 
he fell. At his side wasa comrade who had 
followed him on his fatal errand. When 
Smith fell his comrade retreated, escaping un- 
hurt. At this stage of the fight, the negroes 
became panic-stricken and attempted to flee 
the house. The deadly work was soon closed. 
When the fight was over, the bodies of eight 
negroes were found in the house and five oth- 
ers were found outside. It is reported that 
threecr four more were killed. It is thought 
by some that a few made their escape, but 
others who were at the scene deny this. The 
coroner’s jury was empanneled and proceeded 
to Freetown to view the remains of the ne- 
groés, They returned tonight, having deferred 
the taking of testimony until a later date. The 
negroes who surrendered were not harmed in 
any way. 


VIRGINIA’S REPUBLICAN DISSENSIONR, 


The National Committee Takes the Differ- 
ences Under, Consideration. 

New York, August 17.—The executive 
committee of the national republican commit- 
tee met today to adjust differences in Virginia. 

After a deliberation of nearly two hours, the 
committee arrived at a conclusion and issued 
the following:

| HOPE RETURNING. - 


The State of Affairs at Jackson- 
ville Described 


[IN AN OPEN LETTER FROM CITIZENS 


Looks Now as if the Epidemic Would be 
Crushed Out—The News .From the 
Different Parts of the Territory. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 17.—In orde 
to correct erroneous reports which have been 
circulated in regard to the condition of affairs 
in Jacksonville, a statement signed by the 
leading citizens of the city has been prepared 
for publication at the request of the executive 
committee of the Jacksonville Auxillary Sani- 
tary association. The signers vouch for its 
truth and accuracy. -It is as follows:/ 

There have been thirty-two cases of yellow fever 
in and near the city sinee the first case was intro- 
duced three weeks ago. These cases have been 
either sent to the Sand Hilis bospital or confined at 
their homes. Four of those taken ill have died, 
eight have recovered and twenty are now under 
treaiment. During the past three days only four 
new cases have ocetrred and there have been no 
deaths since Monday morning. Most vigorous meas- 
ures are being taken to prevent the spread of the 
infection and to thoroughly cleanse the city. Con- 
fidence is felt that an epidemic willbe averted and 
that the disease will be stamped out within two or 
three weeks. The fact that fever has been slow to 
spread beyond the original local points and the evl- 
dent mild character:of the disease give strongest 
reasons for believing that the conditions are most 
favorable to its propagation; consequently citizens 
are calm and confident. While many have left the 
city, in accordance with the wishes of the health 
authorities, there is no panic or serious apprehen- 
sion among thoge whoremain. Our people are de- 
voting themselves nobly to public service or attend- 
ing to their usual avecations. There are, of course, 
a good many laborers out of employment; but there 
has been no trouble or disturbance among them, 
not even a threat of violence. 

Those who are needy are being 
after by the relief committees. 
eleven deaths last week in thiscity of more than 
30.000 inhabitants, only one of these being from yel- 
low fever, and the general health of the people of 
Jacksonville during the pastthirty daysand at 
the present time will compare favorably with that 
of any city of like size anywhere. While generous 
offers of aid have been tendered from difterent 
quarters, the authorities and citizens feel that for 
the present they are abeand prefer to rely on 
their own resources.

The work of sanitation is still going on and 
the victims cf quarantine regulations are being 
augmented by those whocome to quarantine 
line daily without proper certificates. The 
amusing news reached ths city tonight“that 
the sister of City Physician Tucker had been 
placed in quarantine for not coming prepared 
with the health eertificate. She can be vouch- 
ed for, however, and will be released before 
morning, as Dr. Tucker has gone out to her 
relief. 

North Carolina’s Cuarantine. 

Raveicn, N. C., August 17.—[Special.]— 
New Berne has established a cast-iron quaran- 
tine against Goldsboro. Last night New 
Berne’s Fcouncil passed the following ordi- 
nance: 

Whereas, Yellow fever exists in a neighborin: 
community, with which the city of New Lerne is iu 
constant intimate intercourse; and, 

Whereas, In the yo of the city physician, 
sustained by other medical authority, the only sure 
preveniative against the entrance of the disease is 
the immediate stoppage of all travel and traffic to 
and from said infected community for the period of 
at least twenty-five days; therefore, 

Be it ordained, That all intercourse by rail or 
otherwise between New Berne and Goldsboro, or 
other infected places, be prohibited for twenty-five 
days from the passage of this act; and, 

Be it further ordained, That the mayor be invested 
with full power and authority to carry out the pro- 
visions hereo*’; and, 

Be it further ordained, That for each and every 
violation hereof the offender shall be fined fifty dol- 
lar:,or imprisoned thirty days, 

The council permitted two ministers, Father 
Price and Rev. Mr. Battle, to return to their 
home in New Berne. At the request of Presi- 
dent Bryan two gentlemen were allowed to 
come in from Raleigh. <All others are barred. 

New Berne is being put in —_ sanitary 
condition. There is complaint about the rigid- 
ity of quarantine against Goldsboro, where 
it is claimed that there is not a real case of 
fever. Wilmington is _ strict also, and 
yesterday four policemen who had been in the 
car with the passengers from Florida were 
sent out of the city limits and forbidden to re- 
turn within two weeks. Today the agent of 
the East Carolina dispatch line was here on 
his way from western North Carolina. He re- 
ceived a telegram informing him that he could 
not get into New Berne if he passed through 
‘Goldsboro. 

Wants to Shut Out Atianta.

YIXING THE TAX RATE. 


Chatham County Commissioners Hold a 
Meeting—A New Steamship.

/ LIGHT FOR MACON. 


A Contract With an _ Electric 
Company | 


For an Arc and Incandescent Plant—Big Din- 
ner in Crawford County—Lady Falls 
From a Window and is Killed, 


Macon, Ga., August 17.—[Special.]—A con- 
tract has been entered into with the Thompson- 
Houston Electric company, of Boston, Mass., 
to furnish to the Macon gas-light and water 
company, at this place, a complete electric 
light plant consisting of both arc and incandes- 
cent lights. The building for this plant is now 
in process of erection on the lot where the gas 
works are now located. The main room in 
which the machinery is to be placed is forty 
by sixty feet, inside measurement, and sixteen 
feet high, between joists; the boiler room 
thirty-one feet by thirty-five, inside measure- 


ment, and the same height. 

The Electric companyjpromises to have the 
lights in operation by or before the first of 
October, next, so that merchants and others. 
can have this beautiful light during the com- 
ing winter. The Brush Electric eanges says has 
a plant at this point which supplies the lights 
for the streets, under a contract with the city. 
When the new contract for the city will be let, 
there will be a strong competition for the light- 
ing. : 
io a talk with Mr. Boardman, the superin- 
tendent, on this subject, the reporter learned 
that the object of the gas company in putting 
in the electric light was to enable them to fur- 
nish any kind of light, of the best quality, to 
the citizens, that might be called for. 

The present gas and water plant of this com- 
pany has cost upwards of four hundred thou- 
sand dollars, but such is the faith of the own- 
evs in the future of Macon, and the stability of 
its business, that they are going toadd_ this 
electric light plant ata probable cost of fifty 
thousand dollars, and are now engaged in 
erecting the water and oil gas apparatus of the 
Martin improved patterns, in order to enrich 
the already high candle power coal gas which 
they supply to the public. By its means they 
expect to furnish a twenty-five candle power 
gas, which shall be devoid of the excess of 
carbonic oxyd. 

The electrical expert, in the person of Mr. 
Chambers, is already upon the grounds, and 
the workin his department will be pushed 
with his usual vigor. 

This company has laid about twelve miles 
of water mainsin the city, this year, and a 
new fourteen-inch pumping main from Water- 
villeto the reservoir. It is their intention 
soon to erect a very large reservoir upon the 
hill in East Macon, where the old Fort Haw- 
kins stood before Macon was settled. 

This company is already one of the strongest 
in the south, and its managers are interested 
in many of the water and gas works in this 
and surrounding states. With thé&%e — addi- 
tions, it will be able to supply light and water 
to the city of Macon, without further expense, 
except the laying of a few @additional mains, 
for many years to come.

RAILROAD NOTES. — 
Did the Railroads Snub the 
Council Committee? 


A Change Demanded—lIt hiust Come and the 
Best Ylan Should be Accepted— 
Changes on the Central. 


Did the railroads snub the special council 
committee appointed to investigate and report 
upon the Woodward resolution ? 

It certainly looks as if they did. 

It may be possible that the railroads feel too 
secure in their present rights to bother them- 
sel ves about special committees and prospective 
restrictions: In conversation with a railroad 
man yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter was 
asked what he thonght was likely to be done 
in regard to this ordinance, and the reporter

“Oh, [am equally as ignorant as you are 
about the prospects for a changein the present 
system of switching, but I have always con- 
sidered it as dangerous, and think it only :

‘What sort of plan would you suggest as less 
dangerous than the present one ?’’ 

“If I could suggest any plan at all it would 
be bound to be less dangerous than the present 
one. BatIam notin the suggestion line on 
this class of railroad work, and I am perfectly 
willing to allow the managers and the city to 
make their own arrangements."’ 

“From what you have said I should infer 
that you thought a change necessary.”’ 

“No, I do not go so far as to say that a 
change is necessary. But there is no doubt 
that it would be an improvement on the pres- 
ent order of things, if the switching of trains 
was not permitted to blockade the principal 
street crossings and endanger the lives of the 
people who have to run a risk every time they 
cross the tracks.’’ 

“Would the change proposed, that.of a belt 
line, be as costly as is represented ?” 

“I do not think that it would cost a million 
dollars, Or anything like thatsum.

As a political gymnast, Genera] Harrison 
takes the cake. In ayvecent address at In- 
dianapolis to a visiting delegation, he spoke 


as follows: 

The purpose not to permit American wages to be 
brovg'it below the level of comfortable living and 
competence and hope by competition with the pau- 
per labor of Europe has taken a very strong hold 
ppon our people. {Applanuse.j‘ And of kin to 
this suggestion and purpose is this other, that we 
will not permit this country to be made the dump- 
ing ground of foreign pauperism andcrime, [Great 
applause.} There are some who profess to be eager 
to exclude paupers and Chinese laborers, and at the 
Same time advocate a policy that brings the Ameri- 
can workman into competition with the products of 
cheap foreign labor. The disastrous effects upon 
our workinginen and workingwomen of competi- 
tion with cheap, underpaid labor are not obviated 
by keeping the cheap worker over the sea, if the 
product of hjs cheap labor is allowed free competi- 
tion in our market. We should protect our people 
against competition with the products of underpaid 
labor abroad, as well as against the coming to our 
shores of paupers, laborers under contract and the 
Chinese. [Enthusiastic applause.}] These two 
thoughts are twin thonghts; the same logic supports 
both, and the republican. party holds them as the 
@ual conclusion of one great argument. 

This is the most remarkable instance of 
political evolution on record. Only a few 


years ago this same General Harrison, as a 


United States senator from Indiana, voted 


fourteen separate and distinct times in favor 
of unrestricted Chinese immigration to this 
country. Indeed, the only record of any 
iniportance which he made ahile in the 
senate was in favor of Chinese immigration, 
and yet he now has the audacity, as the re- 
publican nominee for the presidency, to de- 
clare that ‘‘we will not permit this country 
to be made the dumping ground of foreign 
pauperism and crime,’’ and, further, that 
*‘we should protect our people against com- 
petition with the products of underpaid la- 
bor abroad, as well as against the coming to 
our shores of paupers, laborers under cor- 
tract and the Chinese.’’ The ‘‘enthnsiastic 
applause’ which greeted the latter senti- 
ment was probably called forth, not so 
much in approval of the speech, as in as- 
tonishment at the remarkable change of 
front, so suddenly made. 

Whatever may be the opinion and the 
doctrine of the republican party on this 
subject, there can be no question as tothe 
position of its nominee. He had six years 
to study the question, and fourteen opportu- 


nities of giving practical demonstration of : 


his views on the subject of Chinese immi- 
gration, and instead of proving himself the 
champion of American labor, as he now 
pretends to be, he took an unequivocal 
stand in favor of the very thing which he 
now cries out against. 

General Harrison must have a very poor 
estimation of the American people, if he 
thinks for an instant that they can be gulled 
by any such talk as the above. It would be 
much better for him to stand on his record, 
with the announcement that it was conscien- 
tiously made, than to stultify himself by 
proclaiming that he never meant what he 
said, and did not indorse what he has done, 
The open and frank course is always the 
best to pursue, and pays in the long run. 
Hypocrisy breeds contempt, and a clearer 
case of duplicity than the above could not 
well be made out.

An Adamless. Eden. 

If Dr. Chaille, of New Orleans, has made 
no mistake in his statistics and deductions, 
the United States will some day be a coun- 
try without men. 

The doctor shows by indisputable figures 
that in almost every part of the country 
women have better chances of life than 
men, that they outnumber them, and live 
longer. Itis claimed that women will con- 
tinue to grow stronger, while men will de- 
cline in all vital characteristics. Gradually 
the men will fecbly limp off the stage, grow- 
ing fewer in number with each generation, 
untilthe time when the last man will bow 
himself out, with his eyes riveted upon the 
superior race. 

We must come to this, if Dr. Chaille® is 
right, but the women need not go into any 
premature glorification. They will find that 
an Adamiess Eden is a very stale, flat and 
unprofitable place. .

William and His Advisers. 

The retirement of General Von Moltke 
has reopened the talk about a European war. 
His successor, General Von Waldersee, be- 
longs to the younger German element, which 
is generally regarded as being in favor of 
an agressive policy. He is not a young 
man himself, being fifty-six years of age, 
but in Germany a public man scarcely 
reaches the prime of his political life until 
after that ace. 

The new general is said not to have the 
good will of Bismarck, as did Von Moltke. 
There is some significance in this which, 
taken into consideration with his well known 
bitter antipathy to Russia, and his anti- 
French tendency, would indicate that the 
Emperor William: made the appointment 
preparatory to surrounding himself with 
younger men of his own sympathy, instead 
of the older advisers which were left as the 
inheritance by his father and grand father. 

Six years agg the aged Emperor William, 
Bismarck, and Von Moltke were the powers 
of Germany. Today but one of them re- 
mains in the same position as when William 
lived, and the displacement of Von Moltke 
may be the precursor of a similar fate for

elared ina speech that forty-six million | 


Germans would die rather than give back to 
France a single rock of Alsace and Lorraine. 
He is constantly indulging in this sort of 
talk, which serves to show that the possi- 
Dility of a war with France at least occn- 
pies his attention.

c sympashizer with the emperor and it is prob- 


able that <he two will shape the policy of 
the government rather after their own lik- 
ing than that of Bismarck. |

Facts About Ireland. 

It is impossible for a fair minded man to 
indorse England’s ish policy when he 
looks at the present condition of Ireland. 

Nearly one million pauperized Irishmen 
have to be relieved every year by the author- 
ities, Of this number eighty per cent have 
been made paupers by the cruel evictions 
forced by their grasping landlords. 

More than 3,000,000 acres of good land 
remain untilled, because the landlords de- 
mand an exorbitant rent. 

In one generation the population of the 
island has decreased at a fearful rate. It 
has dropped from 8,500,000 to 2,500,000. 

No other land, however oppressed and 
robbed, can present such an array of mourn- 
ful statistics. No poor man ever goes to 
Ireland in search of liberty or in the hope 
of bettering his condition, but, on the con- 
trary, men flee from the country as if some 
blighting curse had befallen it. 

For protesting against the poli¢y which 
has brought about these results thefollowers 
of Parnell are denounced and imprisoned 
by the tory government. Patriots are 
thrown into filthy jails to suffer and starve, 
and perhaps die as Mahdeville died. 

When the masses of the English people 
get all these facts before them, they will be 
compelled to elect parliamentary represen- 
tatives who will grant home rule to Ireland, 
or take their stand before the world as the 
most brutal nation of this civilized age. The 
only hope of the Irish rests with the English 
masses, the comnion people, the workers of 
the land. There is nothing to be expected 
from the classes, the aristocrats, monopo- 
lists and landlords who now hold the reins 
of power.

| The Trust Evil. 

Senator Reagan’s billto abolish trusts per- 
haps comes too late in the scssion fora 
thorough and intelligent discussion of the 
points involved. 

The bill may need amendment, but itis a 
stepin the right Girection. It defines a 
trust as follows: 7 

That a trust is ja combination of: capita! or skill 
by two or more persons, for the following purposes: 
First—to create or carry out restrictions on trade; 
second—to limit, to reduce, or to increase the pro- 
duction or price of merchandise or commodities; 
third—to prevent competition in the manufacture, 
making, sale or purchase of merchandise or com- 
modities; fourth—to create a monopoly. 

Mr. Reagan proposes to punish the mem- 
bers of such trusts by fining and imprison- 
ing them, and as a matter of course this is 
the only way to break them up. Some are 
of the opinion that it is a matter to be dealt 
with by the states, but as all or nearly all 
trusts extend their operations beyond a sin- 
gle state, these combinations are subject to 
the constitutional provision giving congress 
the right to regulate commerce between the 
states. : 

The object of a trust is to establish a mo- 
nopoly, andto make larger profits by de- 
creasing cost, limiting production and in- 
creasing the price to the consumer. The 
sugar trust has already increased the price 
of sugar to the consumer half a cent a 
pound, and may go beyond this figure if it is 
not checked by law. 

Is a trust contrary to public opinion? A 
recent treatise on the subject, by William 
W. Cook, of the New York bar, answers 
this question affirmatively. According to 
Mr. Cook, a trust is against public policy, 
and perhaps altogether illegal, because it is 
in restraint of trade. It is organized to do 
away with competition. When many salt 
manufacturers in Ohio, some years ago, com- 
bined to sell all their product to an unincor- 
porated joint stock association, composed of 
the manufacturers, the court held the com- 
bination to be illegal. In Pennsylvania a 
similar combination of coal companies has 
been held to be illegal and void, and the 
New York courts rendered a decision on the 
same line. In Louisiana a court refused to 
uphold the agreement of several firms own- 
ing a large quantity of Indian bagging not 
to sell, except upon the consent of a major- 
ity of the parties to the agreement. The 
court said in this case: ‘*The agreement be- 
tween the parties was palpably and une- 
quivocally a combination in restraint of 
trade, and to enhance the price inthe 
market of an article of primary necessity to 
cotton planters. Such combinations are 
contrary to public order, and cannot be en- 
forced in a court of justice.’’ As far back 
as the early part of the last century an Eng- 
lish court said: ‘‘To obtain the sole exer- 
cise of any known trade throughout Eng- 
‘land isa complete monopoly, and against 
the policy of the law.”’ 

It will take time for our courts and our 
legislation to apply the principle laid down 
in those cases tothe great swarm of trusts 
now nultiplying in this country, but it will 
finally bedone. Our people will not submit 
to any monopoly which raises the price of a 
commodity, injures its quality and tends to 
the impoverishment ®f the working classes. 
The great evil of a trust is felt mainly by 
the poor. It swallows up the earnings of 
the day laborer, and prevents him from say- 
ing anything for sickness and old age. 

Naturally, the masses will array them- 
selves against the classes who have organ- 
ized themselve into trusts. Just such 
struggles occurred in England when monop- 
olies under Elizabeth and Charles the First 
oppressed the people, and in those struggles 
the monopolies had to go down. 

Our people are not likely to deal gently 
with monopolies in the shape of trusts. 
These abominations are today what Sir 
John Culpepper said of them in the long 
parliament—‘‘A nest of wasps—a swarm 
of vermin which have overcrept the 
land. Like the frogs of Egypt they have 
gotten possession of our dwellings, and we 
have scarcea room free from them. They 
sup in our cup; they dipin our dish; they 


sit by our fre, We find them in the dye- 


| 


share with the butter in his box. They will 
not bate usa pin. We may not buy our 
clothes without their brokage. These are 
the leeches that have sucked the common- 
wealth so hard that it is almost hecticgl.’’ 
The evil denounced in these strong words 
had much todo with causing Charles the 


| First to lose his head. The temper of the 


people has not undergone any change. 
There is discontent everywhere, and our 
toiling millions of consumers are determin- 
ed that a few rich men shall not combine 
together in secrecy to lower their wages, 
limit production and raise the price of the 
necessaries of life. 

Of course the trusts will fight. They will 
use every effort. to influence the press and 
the men who make our laws, but in the end 
they will fail and go down just as they did 
in England. Capital is powerful, and its 
combinations are influential, but they are 
weak and helpless when the people get in 
ah angry mood and determine to sweep 
them away. 

The present congress may do nothing, 
and succeeding sessions may fail for a time 
to deal satisfactorily with this great question, 
but its settlement cannot long be delayed. 
The American people will not be robbed by 
any set of men, whether they are bold 
enough to call themselves bandits, or cun- 
ning enough to call themselves trusts! 


Tue Druaaists’ CrxcuLaR reports the fol- 
lowing case: ‘‘A few years ago, while clerk- 
ing inasmall townin north Missouri, there 
was a young dry goods merclfant located next 
door to the storein which 1 was employed. 
This young man would come into the store 
from four tosix times daily, walk back to 
where the quinine bottle was kept (it was pur- 
posely placed ina convenient position) and 
with the point of a spatula would put probably 
two or three grains upon his tongue, hand us a 
nickel and walk out, without @king anything 
to allay its bitter taste. This wasa daily oc- 
currence during the time that I remained 
there (nearly three years). In reply to a query 
from me, he said that he took the quinine be- 
cause he liked the effects of it, and unless he 
did so his mind became confused, and he was 
scarcely able to properly attend to his business 
duties.’”’ Another medical journal pronounces 
this case exceptional, and says there is no such 
thing as the quinine habit. It says that with 
the exception of a few drugs, among which 
may be mentioned opium, alcohol, chloral and 
haschish, no adequate proof exists that the 
use of drugs creates a morbid craving for 
them uncontrollable by the will. r?

The next thing 
will be the mobbing of men and women who 
lead secretly immoral lives, and when lynch 
law gets that far, there will be no safety for 
some apparently virtuous citizens in every 
community.

The es- 
cape of the guilty ones would be better than 
that. 


THE New YORK TELEGRAM says: ‘The 
country has been startled by the prostration of 
Congressman Randall, and it seems to be 
proved that the disaster was, at least in part, 
occasioned by Mr. Randall’s over-indulgence 
in berries in his particular bodily condition. 
Doctors tell us that the common physical trou- 
ble under Which Mr. Randall labors is always 
more noticeable in the berry season than at 
other times of the year, the seeds being the 
aggravating influence. Itis not the size of 
these foreign substances that is the considera- 
tion, but their bulk when swallowed in quan- 
tity. One would hesitate about swallowing the 
small handful of pits contained in a moderate 
bunch of grapes—they make quite a formida- 
ble showing— yet they are, all the same, swal- 
lowed in eating the grapes, and possibly pack 
in the stomach or bowels, an entirely indiges- 
tible mass of woody fiber. Asto yet smaller 
seeds the process is precisely similar, depend- 
ing only on the quantity of such food eaten. 
The seeds of blackberries are enormous in size 
and quantity compared with the pulp, and in 
eating a comfortably large saucerfal ef this 
fruit, one swallows the equivalent in seeds of 
those of a large portion of grapes, or of a num- 
ber of cherry stones. 


LESS THAN TWO months ago more than 
seventy-five guests attended a college banquet 
at Marietta, Ohio, Since then seven of them 
have died, and thirty are, or have been, seri- 
ously ill. The symptoms of the disease are 
those of typhoid fever, and a physician charges 
it all to the ice cream consumed atthe ban- 
quet. The mild-eyed cow is coming in fora 
good deal of abuse just now. We are told that 
her milk is the cause of consumption, and, 
taken in the shape of ice cream, it is liable to 
produce sudden and painful death.

The management was so careles¢ 
ihat when Messrs. Mills and Bynum started to go 
in at the door, they were oe ay and told that they 
would have to procure tickets at the box offic 
centseach, This made the Texan so mad that he 
let loose,and the air was fairly blue around there 
forafew moments, Bynum, as soon as he could, 
explained who they were, and the doorkeeper 
apologized and offered to escort them to the plat- 
form himself, in order to make amends, But Mr.
